The  Mdntirnmery  (ireys  entered  the  CcmfediM'ate  Service  in 
May  1m;1,  Snni  (;.  Ilardaway,  C'aptain,  and  was  one  of  the 
twelve  odniiiauies  that  eompcisi'il  the  (jth  Inlantry  Ueiriment, 
Ahiliama  'N'ohnitcers.  as  shciwn  by  eopies  of  letters  herein,  and 
other  evidences  now  in  |Missrssion  of  the  lu'esent  conii)any,  one 
(if  which  is  the  "ulil  FhiLr"  bearinj,'  the  name  of  the  "Montt,'oni- 
ery  (ireys"  painted  in  iruld  letters  throui;h  the  centre,  and  was 
presented  to  the  company  npon  the  eve  of  their  departure  for 
the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  This  tla.LT  was  hronjiht  home 
from  \'iri,'inia  hy  ('(jrporal  Mike  Duftie,  and  after  the  re-nrirani- 
zation  nf  the  com|)any.  dnrinj;  the  term  of  Captain  lahn  (Jauo 
Winter,   it   was  delivered   to  the  present   company.

The  Company  first  enlisted  for  "twelve  months"  at  the  end 
of  which  time,  in  1SG2.  they  re-enlisted  "for  three  years  or  dur- 
ing the  war"

The  survi\-ors  of  the  original  organization,  so  far  as  it  has 
been  able  to  ascertain,  and  who  are  living  at  this  d.-ite,  January 
l."ith,  l".»i)S.  are  Philiji  E.  Maher.  Frank  M.  Jones,  T.  W  P.ooth. 
(ieorge  (ireen,  ^Mulder  W.  Lord,  Seth  I).  Conner,  John  D.  Max- 
well, and  Richard  Rathwell. 

The  following  interesting  extracts  throw  light  on  the  earl.v 
history  of  the  Compan.v  and  regiment,  and  are  given  in  full: 

Mo.\i(;omp:ry  (;rp:ys. — Capi.  IIakdaw.w. — This  able  and  ef- 
ficient Com])any  tiirned  out  yesterchiy,  for  the  ]iur]iose  of  re- 
i-civiiig  a  magnificent  banner,  iircsentcd  them  as  .-i  token  of  the 
liigli  appreciation  in  whit'h  they  are  held  by  our  citizens.  The 
presentation  siiecch  was  made  by  .Lidgc  Phelan  and  responded 
to  by  our  talented  yomig  townsman.  Lieut.  Ceorgc  (ioldthwaite. 
We  regret  we  did  not  have  an  opiior1\niity  of  wiinessing  the 
interest  ing  ceremonies. 

Coi..  SiiiiKi.s  Rkciment. — This  is  jierhajis  one  of  the  finest 
Ucgiments  that  li;is  ,\-ct  lieen  mustered  into  service  in  our  State 
and  .-IS  a  conunanding  officer.  Col.   Scibels  li.-is  few  ecjuals.     We 
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are  imt  vet  apprized  of  the  time  wlien  this  Regiment  will  leave, 
nor  positively  of  their  place  of  destination ;  we  understand, 
however,  that  the  understanding  now  is,  that  they  will  go  to 
Uniontowu,  Tennessee.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  wish 
to  witness  a  splendid  Military  display,  we  will  state  that  a 
Battalion  drill  takes  place  at  the  Race  Track,  every  afternoon 
at  t;  o'clock. 

The  extracts  are  from  The  DaiUj  Post,  Montgomery,  Ala- 
bama, Tuesday,  May  21,  1S(11,  the  original  files  of  which  are 
preserved  in  the  collections  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and 
History  at  the  State  Capitol. 

As  further  illustrating  the  early  history  of  the  Company  a 
copy  of  a  letter  received  from  I'hilip  E.  Maher,  the  Lieut,  in 
conunaud  at  the  surrender  is  given: 


New  York,  :\Iarch  10th,  1890. 
(apt.  M.  II.  Amerine, 

I»i*ar  Friend : — 
That  the  name  of  Capt.  Sam.  Ilurdaways  Company,  the  Gth 
Ala.  Reg.,  is  in  doubt  by  any  citizen  of  ^lontguniery  is  one  of 
the  surprizes  of  my  life.  It  is  painful  to  thinlv,  that  there  is  a 
man  in  your  city,  that  knows  so  little  of  us  as  not  to  know  our 
name.  For  their  benefit,  I  will  state  a  few  facts.  I  became 
a  member  of  ("apt.  Ilardawa.v's  Company  in  ^Ia,v,  lS(il,  ani  its 
name  was  then,  the  ;Montg. imery  (ire.vs,  and  continued  so  to 
the  end  of  the  war.  We  received  a  flag  bearing  our  name 
through  its  centre,  i)resented  to  us  b.v  the  Ladies  of  Montgom- 
cr.v  before  we  left  home.  It  was  borne  by  our  color  sergeant 
until  the  State  Flag  was  intrusted  to  his  care.  The  same  gal- 
lant member  of  the  ^Montgomery  (Jreys  met  his  death  carrying 
the  ('■infe<hT;ite  Rattle  flag  of  the  llth  Ala.  Regiment.  Our 
twelve  c;)mpanies  lirought  to  the  regiment  their  local  iiauies, 
and  they  were  known  liy  them  to  the  end.  Capt.  Hardaway 
was  never  kn^jwn  to  call  his  companv  by  its  regimental  letter. 
He  called  us  the  (Jreys.  when  he  tried  to  be  severe:     The  pres-

Its  his- 
tory is  the  hislory  of  the  <;ih  Ala.  Uc.^iiin'iil,  with  General  Jack- 
sou.  Ewell.  Itliodes,  Early,  and  our  (ioneral  (lordoii.  From 
Manassas  to  Apponiatto.x  tlu'  ...<iiit,L,'oniery  (Iim'Vs  well  sustained 
on  many  a  bloody  field  the  ciuse  and  honor  of  the  outli.  I 
am  prt)ud  to  think  that  the  youni;  M<int,L;oniery  vjreys.  whom  I 
met  in  April  issi;  at  the  laxiiii,'  of  the  cornerstorA'  oi  a  monu- 
ment to  fouunemorate  the  ir.-iiiant  sons  of  Alabama,  felt  it  their 
duty  to  see  tli.it  the  Veterans  of  the  Old  (ireys,  still  retain  the 
name  and  standiiit;  they  are  by  every  ri.^'ht  entitled  to.  It  is 
natural  that  I  should  lie  proud  of  them,  as  I  held  every  posi- 
tion in  the  ]Montj,'(miery  (ire.vs  of  "(il  from  Corporal  to  Lieuten- 
ant, and  was  its  onl.v  eommissioneil  officer  during  the  menior- 
iable  period,  from  tlie  battle  of  Gettysburg  to  tlie  Surrender  at 
Apponmttox.  In  the  name  of  the  patriotism  shown  b.v  all  the 
confederate  soldiers  of  ^lontgomer.v,  let  there  be  no  one  at  the 
I'resent  da.v  de.generate  enough  to  refuse  their  memory  the  sim- 
ple .justice  of  honored  recognition.  'I'lu'.v  did  tlieir  duty  as  sol- 
diers, and  as  tliey  liave  nearl.y  all  ]iassed  away,  tlieir  successors 
should  be  encouraged  to  lieep  up  their  name  and  glorious  record.

The  original  letter  w;is  jiulilislicd  a  few  days  after  it  was  re- 
ceived, and  a  c-o]i.v  framed  and  placed  in  the  Montgomer.v  Gre.\s 
conipan,v  ([uartci-s.  Another  coii.x'  was  kejit  l).v  ('a]it.  I'aul  San- 
guinctti,  and  is  in  his  iiossessioii.

The  original  offi<frs  I  cannot  call  to  mind,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  I  ever  heard  of  the  company  being  called  the  "Irish  Greys'' 
until  I  was  in  Montgomery  at  the  last  State  Reunion,  when 
some  one  brought  the  matter  up  with  John  Maxwell  in  my 
presence,  but  we  were  mustered  into  service  as  the  Montgomery 
(Jreys,  and  while  I  was  with  the  company,  Capt.  Hardaway  al- 
ways called  t(i  us  when  in  line,  with  the  words,  "Attention 
Moutginnery  (ireys,"  and  nur  Itegiment  letter  was  "Co.  (i.  (ith 
Ala."  We  enlisted  for  twelve  months,  and  at  the  exi>lration 
the  regiment  was  renrganized  and  re-enlist(>d  for  the  war,  the 
letter  of  the  cduipany  was  changed.  ( 'a|)t.  Ilardaw.ay  resigned, 
alsd  Lieut.  Clanton,  and  the  following  were  elected:

At  the  exjiiration  of  the  first  twelve  months  service  I  re-en- 
listed, liut  ill  a  Lattery  of  Artillery,  Ciiit.  J.  M.  AVaddell. 

There  are  two  old  niemljers  ot  the  <-ompaiiy  in  ^Nbmtgomer.v, 
who  were  in  tile  iKisjiital  ;it  the  Surrender,  hut  remained  with 
them  all  of  the  war,  the.v  are  John  I>.  Ma.xwell  and  W  T. 
Booth,  they  were  lioth  living  in  June  last,  for  I  called  to  see 
them  on  my  return  home  from  the  Richmond  Reunion. 

When  I  was  up  there  last  April  at  the  ^Memorial  lOxercises,  I 
met  an  old  nth  .Vl.i.  man,  S.  (}.  Hale,  Co.  L.  <ith.  Ala.,  called  the 
Locha))oka  Ritles.  and  he  lives  at  Auburn,  and  is  writing  a 
book  on  the  <!th.  Ala.     lie  gave  me  S(jme  parts  to  read  that  com- 
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Iiliiiiciiti'd  tho  Crcys  as  they  always  caiiiiitHl  side  hy  side,  and 
he  als,,  sii(il;e  of  I'hil.  Maher,  the  sdii-sl.T,  lnit  he  had  his  name 
Mayo,  which  1  rorrected.  lUit  tlie  ciiiniiany  left  MdiUu'oniery 
as  tlie  M()iup)inery  (ireys.  under  tlir  "(ild  tlai;"  tliat  han.t;s  in 
the  armory  and  1  have  a  piece  u\'  that  old  lla.ix  now,  and  I  never 
lieard  of  the  name  "Irish""  put  to  it.  althou},'h  the  name  might 
havi-  l)een  suu'-'csh'd  when  it  was  tirst  made  up  in  isc.o,  when 
A]I)ert  Klniore  was  Captain,  .-is  there  were  several  Irishmen  in 
it.  and  I  am  Irish  myself,  hut  I  joined  the  :M(jntgomery  (ireys, 
and  nevt'r  heard  of  the  other  name  until  about  three  years  ago, 
l)Ut  if  nothing  happens.  I  will  lie  in  :M(intgomery  at  the  State 
Itennion  then  I  iKjpe  to  meet  you.  .So  with  kindest  regards, 
to  you  and  ('apt.  Jackson,  also  all  the  boys.  I  remain,

I  tirst  joined  ( )pelika  \'ol- 
unteers  oigani/.ed  by  ('ajit.  JinlvS  Thornton,  of  liussell  ( 'omitv. 
.Via.  .\fter  org.-iniziiig.  the  company  went  to  .Moiitgomer\'  and 
oliered  tlicir  ser\i<-es  to  (iov.  ^Sloore,  l)ut  from  some  c,-iuse  was 
not  accepted.  Whereupon  the  com|iany  was  dislianded  most  of 
Ibi'iu  going  liack  l<i  Ojielika.  Tliere  were  aliout  thirteen  of  \is 
that     stayed     in     .Montgomery,    and    joiiieil    the    ".Moiit-omerv 
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(Jreys"  which  was  then  orsauizing  under  Capt.  Sam.  Harda- 
way.  I  believe  the  commissioned  offiiers  were  elected  befoi'e  I 
joined  and  the  mm-connnissioned  otficers  after  I  joined. 

I  will  u'ive  Tou  the  names  of  the  iJieltka  A'ohniteers  who 
joined  with  me  the  "MnntLrdnu'ry  Creys"  Thadeiis  X,  .Tunes. 
I  .Tni:  1  John  t'hatin.  Willis  Barnes.  Harry  Clayton.  Elisha  Car- 
penter, .Tames  Carney.  Hiiirh  I.avel.  James  Me(;innis,  :\Tariou 
Mclinffie.  James  Hilliary,  Lonis  Steed.  James  ('avanatigh.  V 
M.  Jones,  and  probably  otliers  who  I  do  net  remember. 

And  now  I  notice  seme  eri-ors  in  the  list  ef  names  yon  sent 
me.  rtrst  I  nutiee  William  Jones  ( Tm: )  which  slumld  be  Thad- 
eiis X.  Tenes  ( Juir  I  .IS  William  was  another  brother  of  nnne 
who  belon-ed  to  12th.  Ala.  instead  of  Cth.  Ala.,  also  William 
Unslc  instead  of  Thomas  Unsk.  I  also  remember  a  few  who 
are  not  on  the  list:  John  Chafin.  Willis  Barnes,  (ienru'e  Joni's. 
and  James  Hilliary. 

I  don't  know  anything'  aliont  the  eom]iany  after  reor,i:anizin::: 
only  thriiUL.'li  my  lirother  Silas  who  is  now  dead.  If  the  letter 
of  the  company  was  ever  eh.inLred  I  never  knew  it.  I  certaiidy 
appreciated  the  liooks  you  sent  me  also  the  nanu>s  of  the  liviULC 
comrades,  as  I  intend  to  write  ea(  h  one  of  them.  The  reason  I 
left  ■'.MoiitL'i  iiiiT\-  Creys"  was  lieeause  se\'eral  ont  of  each 
("mpan.v  formed  what  was  known  as  ■AVaddells  Artillery  of 
Ala."  <  )tU  of  "• 'ompany  (',"  there  were  myself.  M.  W  Tord, 
.M(d)ufty,  Paisk.  and  Itathwell.  and  irtbers  Ojielika  Vohmteers 
afterwards  riMirLT.-inized  under  ('apt.  J.  F.  Waildell.  and  joined 
I'th.  Ala.  at  .Abrntiromery.  known  as  ('ompany  "11"

when  we  left  for  Virtrinia.  I  think  your  list  of  officers  is  cor- 
rect. I  woidd  be  L'l.ul  to  hear  from  you  at  any  time,  and  an.v- 
thinj;  I  can  help  you  about  let  me  know.  I  .always  have  to  have 
SI  iiie  one  ilo  my  writinjr  for  nie.  as  I  am  Lrettinjr  old.  and  ner- 
vi  us,  but  always  dictate  my  <iwn  hitters.

The  c(jmpany  enlisted  in  the 
confederate  service  and  become  "('oni]i.auy  <i",  (ith.  Ala.  Inf., 
and  soon  after  the  ori^Muization  <if  the  re.i,'iment,  they  were 
shipped  to  Virj^inia. 

.My  father  was  killel  at  the  battle  of  Seven  Pines,  May  IJlst, 
ISCiL',  My  brother  was  wounded  in  the  knee  and  was  a  prisoner 
at  Point  Lookout,  at  the  time  of  the  surrender. 

Just  prior  to  the  compan.y  leaving;  Montjjomery,  my  brother 
had  this  desuerreot.ype  taken  in  iniiform,  the  picture  is  now  in 
my  i)ossessi(.in,  and  the  letters  "M  G"  are  still  plainly  visible 
on  bis  hat. 

I  remember  the  orifjinal  company  well,  and  never  knew  or 
beard  of  them  beinj;  called  by  any  other  name  than  Montgom- 
ery (4reys,  I  also  rememner  the  i)resentation  of  the  old  tia^' 
to  the  coni]iany  on  South  Court  Street,

In    repl,v   to   .\<nir   enipiiries   rel.ativc   to   my    recollections   and 


membership  of  the  "Montgomery  Greys,  1861-65",  I  beg  to  state 
that,  I  came  to  Montgomery  in  ISriT.  and  have  lived  here  con- 
tinuously ever  since,  with  exception  of  the  time  that  I  v^'as  in 
the  Confederate  Army,  and  a  short  time  since  the  war  that  I 
was  in  Mississijipi. 

Abcmt  the  latter  part  of  April,  or  early  in  May.  1861,  Captain 
Sam.  (i.  Ilardaway,  Nat.  Clanton.  .John  McCarty.  Geo.  W 
(roldthwaite.  and  others,  made  up  a  military  company,  to  en- 
list in  the  Confederate  Army  for  twelve  months. 

We  met  in  a  Ilall  over  the  stores  formerly  occui)ied  liy  Leh- 
man. Dnrr  iV  Co.,  and  organized  the  company,  and  by  a  vote 
.-idopted  the  name  of  ".Montgomery  Gre.\s."  We  elected  Sam. 
(t,  Ilardaway.  (  .-iptain;  X;it.  < 'lanton,  1st  I.itnit. :  John  MeCar- 
ty  L'lid  Lieut.:  (ieo.  W  Coldthw.-iite.  .'Ird  Lieut.;  .John  Lawhn', 
1st  Se.irgt.;  Thomas  Slattery,  2nd  St>argt.  :  Al.  Hutchinson. 
;)rd  Se.-irgt.;  I'at.  Dor.-m,  4th  Seargt.  also  ('olor  Se;irgt.;  John 
Mullins.  1st  Corporal;  Philip  E.  Maher,  I'nd  Corporal;  .James 
K.iiie.  :;r(l  ("orjioral:  Frank  M.  .Tones,  4th  Corpoi-al. 

In  making  up  the  e()mpany.  aliout  fifteen  men  came  from  the 
neighborhood  of  .opelika.  .Via.,  among  tlie  number.  I  remember 
that  there  were.  .Joseph  r..irnes,  Harry  Clayton,  Elislia  Car- 
|ienter.  James  Carney,  llugli  L.-ivel.  .I.ames  Mc(;inness,  [Marion 
MeDuffie.  .James  llilliary.  Louis  Steed.  .James  Cavanaugh, 
Frank  M.  .Jones.  Silas  Jones,  Tli.ideus  \.  .Jones  (.Jug).  We  also 
had  from  I'ike  <  uinity.  .Taeol)  Kirksey  .lolm  Mullins  and  others. 
We  went  into  canjp  at  the  old  ■■l;,-ice  Tr.-iek"  where  the  (itli 
Ala.  Ivegt.  w;is  being  organized.  The  ladies  of  Montgomery 
made  .a  very  tine  silk  flag,  liound  in  gold  fringe,  with  gold  letters 
"Montgomery  (irexs"  painted  through  the  centre,  one  day  Cap- 
tain Ilard.away.  marched  tlie  company  into  tlie  city,  and  down 
South  Court  Street,  to  the  intersection  of  Cla.\ton  Street,  there 
we  found  a  large  uundter  of  citizens,  men.  women.  ;ind  children, 
awaiting  tor  tlie  ])resentation  of  the  tiag  t<i  the  com]iany.  it 
was  almut  eleven  o'cloclc  in  the  morning.  Judge  I'helan  made 
the  i)resentatiou  si)eech,  and  Lieut,  (ieo.  (ioldtlnvaite  received 
it.  and  handed  tlie  tlag  to  Color  Seargt.  Pat.  Doran.  the  com- 
pany then  marched  lia<'k  to  camp,  with  the  flag  flying. 
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Alter  the  organization  of  tlio  Ctli  Ala.  Itci:!.  had  luvn  roni- 
Iili'lnl,  with  Colonel  Scililcs  (  oninianilin.ir.  and  the  (•(iiniiaiiics 
Iciicrcd,  (i\ir  coniiiany  lici-dHic  "( 'o.  (','  wliirli  letter  we  kept 
until  the  hrst  twelve  months  enlistment  had  expired,  and  nixm 
the  re-oruanization  our  letter  was  <-haiii:ed  to  "(d.  11"  I  do 
not  rememher  that  the  letter  was  ever  ehanixed  after  that  time. 
At  the  time  of  re-enlistment  several  of  tmr  eoin])an.v  left  ns 
and  joined  Waddells  Artillery,  anionj,'  the  nnmher  were  Frank 
M.  .Tones,  .Alnlder  W  Lord.  .Clarion  McDuftie.  Thomas  Rnsk, 
Kiehard  liathwell. 

We  left  .Alontuomerv  with  12(>  officers  and  men.  and  reeei\-ed 
si'veral  recruits  afterwards,  hut  I  ctuuiot  recall  all  of  their 
names,  hut  the  eiuht  survivors  of  the  original  ^lontiromery 
(iri'.vs.  have  made  up  a  roll  from  niemor.v.  a  nnmher  of  names 
have  heen  left  off,  for  want  of  memory,  so  the  roll  is  incom- 
plete, the  survivors  herein  hand  yon  the  roster  as  made  up  to 
date. 

After  the  first  year's  ser\-ice.  Captain  Ilardaway,  resii^ned. 
also  Lieut.  Clanton,  Lieut.  (Jeo.  (xoldthwaite,  had  heen  .apjiointed 
Ad.jutanf  at  the  time  we  were  first  organized. 

At  the  re-orjranization.  or  re-enlistment  in  A'ir^'inia  in  isti- 
John  ;McCarty.  was  elected  (  aptaiii,  Thomas  Slattery,  1st 
Ijient.  :  .John  Lawler.  L'nd  Lieut.:  Philiii  E.  ;\Liher,  ord  I>ieut. ; 
Captain  McCarty  was  killed.  Lieut.  Slattery.  was  ])romoted  to 
t'aiitain.  and  was  wounded,  came  home  and  died  after  the  war. 
Lieut.  Lawler,  was  jiromoted  to  Cai)taiii,  and  mortally  wounded, 
e;ime  home  and  die(L  James  Kane  was  ])romoted  to  Licnit.  and 
lost  one  (if  his  leu's  in  hattle.  This  left  ns  with  oidy  one  connnis- 
sioned  officer,  Lieut.  Philip  K.  .AL'iher.  he  was  wounded  at  (!et- 
tyshui-f,',  but  continued  throu,i:li  to  the  surrender  at  Appomattox. 

Mike  Duffie.  .Tames  Ilealy,  and  Win.  .Maxwell,  were  app;iiidcd 
Corporals  as  vacancies  occin-red  during-  their  loni;  service. 
Diiffie  was  woimiled  several  times  very  severely,  an(T  sent  home 
at  one  time,  and  he  was  not  able  tor  duty  for  many  wet-ks,  hut 
when  ahle  he  c,-iiiie  hack  to  the  compan\-.  At  the  time  he  was 
sent  home,  he  hroii^'ht  with  him  the  <ild  tlai;  that  had  heen  itre- 
seiited    to   us   ill    ,\la\,    IStH.     After  tln>  w.-ir  was  ever,   .-ind   the 
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Montgomery  Greys,  had  been  re-organized,  Duffie  carried  the 
flag  to  Capt.  Winter  and  delivered  it  through  him  to  the  com- 
pany again,  the  same  old  flag  is  now  in  their  possession.  When 
we  left  Montgomery  we  carried  the  flag  as  regimental  coliirs 
for  some  montlis.  but  the  government  furnished  the  regiment 
with  standard  regulation  c(dors.  and  our  company  flag  was  not 
used  afterward. 

I  was  w(junded  through  lioth  thiglis  at  one  time,  at  another 
time,  I  w;is  wounded  through  the  left  tliigh  and  left  arm.  at  the 
time  of  the  surrender,  I  was  not  able  to  be  with  the  active  com- 
pany, but  was  with  the  ambulance  train,  and  wagons. 

The  survivors  of  the  i-ompaii.v  now  living,  so  far  ;is  it  has 
been  possible  to  learn  are:  T.  W  liooth,  Seth  I).  Conner,  Frank 
M.  Jones,  Mulder  "\V  Lord,  John  D.  Maxwell,  Richard  Uath- 
well,  I'hiliji  E.  Maher,  and  (Jeorgc  (Jreen.  Tlir(>e  of  the  nuni- 
l)er  after  the  flrst  year's  service  went  with  "Waddells  Artil- 
lery." 

A  man  ai)]iroached  me  a  few  <lays  ago  and  en(piired  of  me. 
what  I  remembered  ali  mt  a  military  t-ompauy  that  was  organ- 
ized in  ^lontgomery  just  prior  to  the  wai-  named  "Irish  (Jreys"? 
I  told  him  that  "I  never  heard  of  an  organization  liy  that  name, 
that  I  was  a  meml)er  of  the  ''Montgomery  (ircys"  (ith  Ala.  liegt. 
during  the  war." 

I  am  very  glad  to  have  had  the  opportimity  to  malce  the  fore- 
going  st.-ifements   to   the   "^Montgomery    (Jreys    lU'tired   Corps" 
but  it  would  take  a  big  linok  to  tell  all  that  we  did,  hardshijis, 
service,  and  battles  and  otlicr  matters  that  occurred  during  our 
four  years  service. 

I  am  m)w  growing  to  be  very  old,  crippled  and  know  that  my 
time  here  is  short  at  liest.  and  so  it  is  with  the  other  survivors. 

Wisliing  cacli  of  you  a  long  and  pros]ierons  life,  and  that  you 
may  never  lie  called  on  to  go  into  war,  liut  should  such  fate  lie- 
fall  you,  I  know  that  every  "Montgomery  Grey"  will  do  his 
whole  duty,

I  received  yonr  letter,  with  a  copy  of  the  roster  of  the  old 
Montu'omery  (ireys,  lS(;i-(;.-,,  now  being  made  up  from  memory 
li\-  the  few  snrvivors  of  the  old  company.  I  would  have  an- 
swered sooner  hut  h;ive  been  studyinir  the  roll,  tryini;  to  bring 
to  nu'mory  some  of  the  names  and  history. 

The  list  of  officers  is  ci)rrect.  and  the  men  also,  as  far  as  I 
can  rememlier,  there  are  a  f<'w  men  mentioned  on  the  roll  that 
1  do  not  remember  anythintr  about,  and  there  are  a  number 
that  should  be  on  the  roll,  but  I  cannot  recall  their  names. 

The  "Montgomery  (ireys"  were  organized  in  Montgomery, 
early  in  ISCl.  and  were  in  the  Oth  Ala.  Infantry,  the  first  year 
it  was  "("().  (i"  then  they  changed  it  to  "Co.  H"  and  kept  that 
lettei-  throughout  the  war. 

The  last  officers  we  had  were  Taeuts.  Philip  E.  Maher,  and 
James  Kane,  but  ('ori)()ral  Ilealy  had  been  promoted  for  brav- 
ery, but  was  taken  prisont'r,  and  never  received  his  commis- 
sion. 

On  the  roll  I  see  the  name  of  Ed.  Me.§gs,  I  knew  him  as 
Eugene  Meggs,  that  man  servi»d  thro^ighont  the  war,  and  sur- 
rendered with  me  at  Apimmattox.  \a..  and  afterward  went  with 
me  to  New  Orleans. 

I  .ioine<l  the  Montgomery  (ireys  at  the  organization  of  the 
comiiany.  and  served  throughout  the  entire  war.  and  never 
missed  anything  except  when  I  was  in  the  hospital  from 
wounds.  I  was  wounded  sc\cii  times,  h;id  one  half  the  bone 
s!ii)t  out  of  my  left  arm.  Our  regiment  was  gent-i'ally  known 
as  "The  P.loody  Sixth,"  (';i])tain  John  P>.  (iordon,  who  oom- 
nuuKb'd  a  comi)any  from  Ja<kson  County,  named  "Kaccoon 
Konglis",   was  promoted    fr(jm   time,    to   time,   until   before  the 
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war  closed  he  had  becooie  "Our  Own"    J  A.  Geu'l.  John  B.  (ior- 
don,  C.  S.  A. 

It  has  been  a  long  time  since  the  war.  and  I  have  forgotten 
many  names,  and  circnmstances  eonne(;ted  with  the  long  ago. 
I  am  proud  to  see,  and  know  that  the  young  men  keep  up  the 
name  of  the  old  compan.v. 

If  there  is  any  other  information  that  I  can  give  you,  I  will 
gladly  do  so.  Wishing  you  a  happy  new  year,  and  hoping  to 
hear  from  you  soon  again.

I  received  your  welcome  letter  of  the  ITith,  inst.,  and  was 
glad  to  hear  from  you.  I  was  wounded  at  the  first  battle  (jf 
the  "Wilderness"  in  the  hand,  at  the  "Second  battle"  I  was 
wounded  severely  in  the  foirt,  at  Spotsylvania  Court  House,  my 
arm  was  broken,  I  was  womided  twice  in  Maryland,  I  was 
wounded  at  Winchester. 

The  first  man  that  we  bst  was  from  oiiclika,  he  shot  him- 
self accidentally  at  F.-iirfax,  before  the  "first  Battle  of  INIanas- 
sas"  I  think  that  bis  name  was  Jones.  .rose])li  B.-irnes  was 
from  ()]ielika.  he  lest  his  arm  at  the  "Itattle  of  Se\-eii  I'ines" 
The  "Bloody  Sixth"  lost  more  men  at  the  "Battle  of  Seven 
I'ines"  than  any  regiment  ever  lost  during  the  war  in  one  liat- 
Ite.  killed  and  wounded,  without  losing  a  single  prisoner.  The 
"(Jreys"  furnislied  the  Color  Be;irers  foi-  the  regiment.  Mike 
Duffle  was  a  "Color  Bearer"  I>ennis  Madigan  was  a  "( 'olor 
Bearer"  was  killed  at  the  first  "Battle  of  the  Wilderness" 
Hugh  Lavel  was  a  "Color  Itearer."  he  was  wounded  at  Petei-s- 
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l)iiru'.  Thd'c  is  another  iiaiiic  that  is  iKit  <iii  the  roll,  that  is  a 
man  liy  the  name  of  r.rown,  ho  was  killod  in  tho  -lirst  I'.at- 
tlf  of  the  Wililonioss"  aftor  ho  was  killod  tho  wn.uls  can.irht 
tiro  and  ho  was  hurnod  up  when  the  men  went  back  to  bury 
him.  but  tht>y  -nt  his  watrh  and  sent  it  home  to  his  people,  ask 
.Mr.  Maxwell,  he  will  tell  you  all  about  him,  if  lie  dont.  write 
to  Lienteu;int  .Maher.  and  he  will  tell  .vou  all  about  him.  When 
yon  write  to  :Mr.  Maher,  jilcnse  ,i:ive  him  my  kind  i-e,i,';irds.  and 
tell  him  that  I  would  be  hapiiy  to  meet  him  and  shake  his  dear 
olil  hand.  I'lcise  tell  Mr.  .Maxwell  T  have  lost  his  address  and 
I  would  be  ulad  to  wi'ile  to  him  if  I  had  his  address. 

I  want  to  tell  .vou  about  an  (dd  Veteran  friend  of  mine  here 
in  Itlocton.  his  n.ime  is  Mr.  I.ee  Hays,  he  is  an  Alderman  of 
our  little  town  and  he  is  the  man  that  ij;ives  me  employment, 
and  I  was  in  his  house  the  other  day  showing  him  ail  of  your 
letters,  and  your  book,  and  he  said  that  he  "would  give  a  thous 
and  dollars  if  he  had  belonged  to  the  ^lontgomery  (Jreys."  Send 
my  kind  regards  to  all  the  old  Veterans,  and  all  the  .voimg

Descriptive  Sketch  of  the  Greys  Annual  Ball 

January  28th,  1887 
From  the  Montgomery  ICvexing  Capital. 

The  (lecoratious  i)f  AruKiry  Hall  for  the  annual  ball  of  the 
Mont^'omery  (ii'eys  are  al)oiit  complete.  The  eonnnittee  in 
(•har,i,'e  of  the  beautifying  of  the  ball-room  have  been  nnromit- 
tingly  engageil  for  the  past  ten  days,  and  the  result  thus  I'ar 
achieved  liy  them  is  a  marvel  of  taste  and  splendor.  To  a 
Capital  reporter  who  exanuned  their  work  this  nioruiui;  the 
vast  apartment  presented  the  appearance  of  some  gorgeoiis 
transformation  scene  in  a  nioilrrn  spei-tacular  drama.  Ceilings 
and  \\alls.  casements  and  doorways,  cornices  and  wainscoting 
are  tremulous  with  haianoniously  blended  colors,  radiant  with 
burnished  armoin-,  and  rcsplcndant  with  tloral  mottoes,  deftly 
arranged  devices  and  handsomely  grouped  pictures.  The  ragged 
surface  of  the  roughly  plastered  walls  tianked  with  two  stair- 
ways which  lead  from  the  street  to  the  armor.v  a:e  cuncealed 
by  hc;i\\  fiilils  of  red,  white  and  lilue  Inmting,  caught  up  in 
long  loo]is.  and  the  ballustradcs  are  hidden  with  gay  colored 
cloth.  'I'he  entramc  doors  are  curtained  with  United  States 
Hags,  fastened  near  the  tlcor  with  coi-ds  and  tassels.  The  cur- 
tain over  the  door  leading  into  the  (ireys  r<iiini  is  heavy  tigured 
chintz  of  a  rich,  old  guld  ciilur.  and  is  held  in  folds  at  the  cen- 
tre of  the  sides  by  bi'ackets.  Abnvc  this  door  the  woi'ds  "wel- 
come" in  large  gold  letters  on  a  l)lue  ground,  crescent  shapeil, 
is  seen:  and  iiendant  from  the  c()ncave  side  of  the  crescent  is 
hung  a  handsome  golden  sliield.  with  l)arsinistei'  in  silver,  rest- 
ing up(jn  a  mace  and  battle-ax  crossed  beneath  it.  On  the 
shield  in  black  (lotliic  letters  is  written  the  "Montgomery 
(ireys." 

The  samln-e  gained  gum  racks  of  the  st'veral  companies  of  the 
Second  Alaliama   Regiment,   ranged   along  the  north  wall,   has 
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bci'u  iiiado  <-hc('rful  in  masks  (if  white,  red  and  l)luo  cloth,  al- 
ternated llanel-^\•i^e  ac  toss  their  fairs  and  relie\ed  at  the  tops 
by  rows  (  f  thickly  studch'd  national  liar's  and  .graceful  loops  of 
\  aricolored  lunitinj;. 

Aronnd  the  entire  linear  extent  of  the  re<tani;le  formed  by 
the  line  where  ceilinj^s  and  wall  meet  depend,  with  short  inter- 
vals of  distances  between,  the  flag's  of  all  nations.  The  tri- 
cohnvd  banner  of  France  smiles  between  the  donble-lieaded 
ea^'le  of  liu^sia  and  the  Inried  crescent  of  Turkey;  the  i;ol(l 
harj)  of  Erin  beams  from  its  snnhiu'st  and  field  of  i^reen  upon 
the  British  Lion  and  the  helmeted  head  of  St.  (Jeorue  while 
the  fat-cheeked  moon  of  Japan  sheds  its  blood-red  i^lory  from 
a  luile  background  upcm  the  spike-tailed  dra.ijon  of  the  Chinese 
empire.  ]\Iidway  between  the  floor  and  ceilin}.j,  alonjj;  the  south 
wall  (if  the  armory  and  above  the  gun  racks,  are  snsi)ended  the 
mottoes  of  the  several  states  of  the  Union,  each  framed  iu  a 
red  and  white  barred  shield,  wreathed  with  flowers :  The  five 
innnense  chandeliers  extending;  through  the  centre  of  the  ball- 
room present  pyramids  of  flags  of  all  nations,  crowned  with  a 
tier  of  United  States  flags.  From  the  basis  of  the  chandeliers, 
long  round  colunnis  of  red  and  white  festooning  stretch  out 
like  the  radii  of  five  enormous  stars,  interwining  and  crossing 
each  other  in  every  direction,  and  caught  up  at  the  edges  of  the 
ceiling  in  gr.-iceful  loojis.  The  beautiful  company  flags  of  the 
Second  Keginient,  several  battle-scarred  banners,  relics  of  the 
Late  war.  and  a  nunflier  of  trcphy  flags  captured  by  the  Old 
lire.vs  on  the  "fougbten  flelds"  of  the  w,ar.  hanging  down  in 
graceful  tracery  from  colored  cords,  complete  the  adornment  of 
the  ceiling  of  the  ball  room. 

The  band  stand  which  (iccupies  tlie  central  space  against  the 
north  wall  of  the  armcn-y.  is  a  triumph  of  the  art  decorative. 
The  rough  wood  woi'k  is  concealed  by  a  broad  band  of  white, 
fully  four  feet  in  width,  drawn  around  the  ballustrades  and 
trinuued  at  the  to))  and  bottom  edges  with  narrow  breadths  of 
red  and  white  cloth.  Uaised  i 'arthagenian  shields  of  alternat- 
ing red  ;ind  \\  liite  cloth,  with  golden  st.-irs  shining  b(>tween  their 
points  frcjm  the  white  b.ickground,  conipleto  the  decoration  of 
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the  lower  scctiun  ai  the  band-stand,  while  the  npper  Is  crowned 
with  a  heroic  picture  of  America,  represented  by  a  glorious 
woman  in  a  royal  viUi-  of  stars  and  stripes,  tlanked  by  tiny  ban- 
ners, tla.i,'s  and  fcstoonini;.

ward ,il(riiL.'  the  siiuthern  side  are  half  length  portraits  of  the 
post  bellum  captains  of  the  (4reys:  W  B. 'Jones,  '12  to  '7.'!; 
John  (ianci  WintiT,  '7.'!  tn  '7o;  Thos.  G.  .Tones,  '7-'  to  'Sd;  Ed.  A. 
(Iraham,  'm>  to  'S4  :  M.  II.  Amerine,  elected  captain  in  :May,  "84. 
Surrounding  ('aptain  Amerino's  portrait  are  hung  in  gilt  frames 
the  names  of  the  five  prize  winning  teams  he  has  commanded. 
Victiirs  ,Lt  Louisville.  M(il)ile,  I'hiladelphia,  S.ivaunah  and 
Vicksliurg.  T'nderneath  the  Captain's  portrait  is  suspended  a 
phiit(  graph  of  the  company  s  team  taken  while  going  through 
the  inter-state  drill  at  Fairmount  Park,  Philadelphia.  The  ad- 
joining window  spaci's  .-ilong  the  southern  side  (if  the  hall  are 
tilled  with  scxcrnl  pictures  of  the  company  officcis,  and  plmto- 
graphs  (if  trophies  won  and  of  tent  and  held  scenes  in  whicli 
the  <;reys  ]iartici]iat('(l.  The  most  veneiated  and  noticeable 
liicture  aI(inLC  the  s(,uihern  \\;l11  has  ncl  yet  Iteen  mentioned.

the  midnight  of  (lel(  .it  at  A]ipomatt().\,  This  short  and  tragic 
slor.v  is  stu'rounded  liy  < 'onfeilerate  bills  of  various  denonii- 
natiens  and  enclcsed  in  a  pl.nin  gilt  frame, 

T(i  the  left  (if  the  l)an(l  stand,  on  a  level  with  tile  inclosing 
railing,  stands  ,-i  life-size  picttu-e  of  a  modern  «;re.v,  cl.-id  in  the 
present  full  dress  uniform  of  the  compan.v.  with  streamers  l)e- 
neath  its  feet  with  the  |ie.ice  victoiies  wdu  b.v  the  comp'any 
inscrilied  on  them;  on  the  other  side  stands  .-i  counterfeit  pre- 
sentment of  the  old  (irey  of  the  war — ;i  picket  of  the  Potomac 
rises  from  the  wa\'es  of  color  that  surround  him,  clad  in  an  eld 
army  overcc.-it.  his  musket  held  at  parade  rest,  and  from  und'r 
his  slouch  hat  his  eyes  |ieei-  out  with  s,-id.  stern  light,  ns  if  to 
catch  siudit  of  some  lurking  enemy  hid  in  an  ad.joining  thicket. 
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At  the  iVct  111'  th<>  vt'teran  is  a  handsome  scroll  cDiitaining  the 
naiiics  of  the  battles  in  which  the  (;n'.vs  t(M)k  part  during  the 
war,  and  framed  by  his  side  are  the  lines,  a  tribute  to  the  color 
he  wore  so  bravely  and  hon(U'ably  throuicb  the  privations  of 
the  liixouac  and  the  stoinns  of  the  battlefield:
